Washington (AP) — An Army 


deserter came out of hiding 
Thursday to tell a group of con- 
gressmen that unconditional 
amnesty will help erase a decade 
of bitterness over the Indochina 
war 


Edward Sowder. 25. of 


Detroit, appeared before an un- 
official House panel discussion 
amnesty to men who fled the 
draft, deserted or resisted the 
war while in the service. 


His statement before the 


group followed 
emotional 


testimony by his mother, Lori, 
who said her working-class fami- 
ly could not afford college for 
him to get him a deferment. 


She said he went into the 


Army against her wishes and 
that she told him the "only thing 
he could accomplish was to get 
killed." 


Eddie, as he calls himself, 


then entered the hearing room 
;md told the panel when he 
volunteered for Vietnam he sup- 
ported the war. 


"I was assigned to an evacua- 


tion hospital where we received 
Iresh casualties direct from com- 
baf areas Many of these victims 


were Vietnamese civilians, most- 
ly women and children hit by 
U.S. artillery and bombing. 


"Many had been severely 


burned by napalm and white 
phosphorous, weapons used only 
by the U.S." 


He said those scenes and the 


attitude of some of bis fellow 
GIs led him to decide to desert. 


"In April 1970, I made my 


decision . . . I went on strike 
against the war. For the past 
three years, except for a penod 
in Canada, I've lived un- 
derground in America, cut off 
from my family and friends. 


"I make no apology for my act 


of resistance. I could do nothing 
else at the time 
But, un- 


derground life has become so in- 
tolerable to me. So, I'm here 
today, to draw attention to the 
true facts concerning my case 
and the cases of-tens of 
thousands just like me, 


"Only by winning a universal, 


unconditional amnesty for all 
categories of war resisters can 
we begin the long process of 
changing our country and lear- 
ning from the decade of blood 
and bitterness in Indochina." 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bernard L. 


Barker said Thursday he broke into the 
Watergate "as a matter of national 
security" to look for documents showing 
leftist or Cuban contributions to the 
Democratic presidential campaign. 


He said he found none. 
"I considered it duty for my country," 


said Barker. 


Barker, whose parents are Americans, 


was born in Cuba and spent half his life 
there—part of the time in the pre-Castro 
Cuban police. He was one of five men 
arrested inside the Democratic offices 
last June 17 and one of five who pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy, burglary and illegal 
wiretapping. 


"What sort of documents were you 


primarily looking for?" Barker was 
asked. 


A. Documents that would involve con- 


tribution of a foreign nature to the 
Democratic campaign, especially to Sen. 
(George) McGovern and possibly to Sen 
(Edward M.) Kennedy. 


Q. Were you looking for documents 


reflecting a contribution from any par- 
ticular foreign government? 


A. Cuba. 
Barker said that—like James W. 


McCord 
Jr., 
a co-conspirator—he 


received money from Mrs. E. Howard 
Hunt, the now-deceased wife of a third 
conspirator. 


He said he received in cash $17,000 bail 


bond money, $10-12,000 for expenses 
during the period before the trial, $18,- 
000, of which $5,000 was for McCord's 
civil suit legal fees to attorney Henry 
Rothblatt and another $13,000, to cover 
Rothblatt's fee for the four Cuban- 
Americans involved. 


The last payment, he said, was in Oc- 


tober 1972—some two months before the 
Watergate trial began. 


Barker, brought from jail and testifying 


under immunity, was asked whether any 
conditions were attached to this money. 


Absolutely no conditions, he said. 
Barker said repeatedly that his decision 


to plead guilty was his own and not the 
result of pressure or payment. 


Barker expressed his admiration for 


Hunt, but said Hunt's decision had no 
bearing on his plea. And he said he paid 
no attention to opposition to the guilty 
plea by his attorney, Rothblatt, or from 
his daughter. 


He said he participated in three 


operations with Hunt last year, all on 
Hunt's word that "this was national 
security and above the FBI and CIA " 


"The original operation was the. 


Ellsberg operation," said Barker, one of 
the team that rifled the psychiatric files 
of Pentagon Papers figure Daniel 
Ellsberg. 


"It was explained to me that this was a 


matter of national security," Barker said. 


Preceding Barker before the com- 


mittee was Gerald Alch, the attorney who 
represented McCord at the Watergate 
trial and Wednesday accused him of 
lying. He offered to take a lie detector 
test to support his version of the 
difference in their stories. 


Alch's offer to take the lie detecter 


tests came after Sen. Howard Baker, R- 
Tenn., asked what the committee could 
do "to tell us where the truth lies" in two 
major discrepancies between Alch's 
testimony and McCord's 


McCord had told the committee that 


last Dec. 21 Alch suggested he use as his 
defense in the Watergate trail a claim 
that the Watergate burglary was a CIA 
operation and that the director of the 
agency would go along with doctoring 
McCord's CIA employment record. 


"I did not say it," Alch said. "You 


can't infer words of that nature unless 
they were said." 


But he said that a third person was pre- 


sent at the Dec. 21 meeting — his former 
co-counsel Bernard Shankman, who 
•could be questioned and that he would 
ajgree to take a polygraph examination 


The second major difference, Alch 


said, could be resolved only through a lie 
detector test because it was a telephone 
conversation with Bernard Fensterwald, 
who joined McCord in April and sub- 
sequently succeed Alch as his lawyer. 


He quoted Fensterwald as saying 


"We're going after the President of the 
United States." 


Outside the hearing room Fensterwald 


denied making the remark. 
He told 


newsmen he and McCord will agree to 
take lie detector tests, but only if it 
becomes the policy of the Senate com- 
mittee to require them from all 
witnesses. 


The arguments between lawyers and 


client had already taken up an entire 
afternoon and morning, diverting the 
senators' investigation. 


Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., said. 


"The committee does not intend to get 
bogged down with the controversy 
between lawyers neither of whom . . . 
have any personal knowledge of the 
matters that the committee is in- 
vestigating, except insofar as they gained 
it through the trial." 


He said Fensterwald and McCord could 


submit sworn statements and meet with 
the committee staff. Fensterwald said 
later his written statement was not 
accepted because it was not taken under 
oath and that the committee counsel did 
not make it possible to submit a sworn af- 
fidavit.

ning’s headline. ” Proctor said. 


"We hav e a nation, bu t we hav e no national 
commu nity ." 


For all too long, he said, we hav e had two 
Americas: "One America which is diizy with 
gadgetry and the other America looking on from 
the roadside watching the Galax ies and the Fu ries 
whiz by .” 


"After we look to ou r poor and meet that 
need.”

Gray Warned President 
Staff Trying To Hurt Him 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Former FBI acting director L 
Patrick Gray III said Thursday 
that he warned President Nixon 
last summer "that people on 
your staff are trying to mortally 
wound you " 


Gray made the disclosure 


before a closed session of a 
Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee and was quoted by the 
subcommittee chairman. Sen. 
John L McClellan, D-Ark 


Gray told the subcommittee, 


according to McClellan, that he 
spoke to Nixon last July 6 after 
agreeing with Lt Gen. Vernon 
Walters, deputy CIA director, 
that confusion had arisen about 
the investigation of Mexican 
aspects of the Watergate case 


Former CIA Director Richard 


Helms has said that last June 23, 
White House chief of staff H R. 
Haldeman instructed Walters to 
tell Gray that the FBI should 
quash its Mexican investigations 
for fear of uncovering covert 
CIA operations in Mexico 


Gray testified Thursday that 


the message was delivered and 
the FBI investigation was cur- 
tailed for a time, but that he 
went to Clark MacGregor, direc- 
tor of Nixon's re-election com- 
mittee, and asked MacGregor to 
inform Nixon that Haldeman's 
orders were causing a lot of con- 
fusion.

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On July 6, Gray said, Nixon 


called him and Gray told him, 
"Mr. President, there is 
something I want to speak to you 
about. Dick Walters and I feel 
that people on your staff are 
trying to mortally wound you by 
using the CIA and FBI and by 
confusing the question of CIA in- 
terest in, or not in, people the 
FBI wishes to interview." 


McClellan said Gray reported 


Nixon paused and then replied, 
"Pat, you just continue to con- 
duct your aggressive and 
thorough investigation." 


Meanwhile. CIA officials told 


a House subcommittee that the 
CIA received six letters from 
Watergate conspirator James W. 
McCord warning that someone 
was trying to connect the CIA 
with the Watergate breakin. 


Rep. Lucien N Nedzi. D- 


Mich , chairman of the House in- 
telligence subcommittee said 
CIA officials denied in closed 
testimony that they tried to 
cover up the letter but said that 
CIA Director James R. 
Schlesinger apparently did not 
learn about the letters until two 
days ago. 


The letters were described as 


confused and disjointed "but, 
put together, they convey the 
message," Nedzi said. 


In another development 


Thursday, a two-term con- 
gressman from Maryland's 
eastern shore apparently shot 
himself to death after newspaper 
disclosures that he received a 
$25,000 contribution from secret 
funds of Nixon's campaign 
finance committee.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


Will Lincoln and Lancaster County now have a single, 


consolidated government? Such was the ultimate intent 
behind the now completed report of Arthur D. Little, Inc., of 
California, a firm hired jointly by the city, county and the 
Lincoln Foundation. 


The report has added weight to the consolidation move- 


ment, an end it would seek to achieve or at least begin to 
achieve within the next 10 years. In the meantime, the con- 
sultants recommend a series of steps leading to and 
facilitating the ultimate merger of the two governments. 


There are marry obstacles in the way of consummation 


of this report and anyone who thinks that we are now off and 
running just hasn't bothered to seriously consider things. We 
have been talking in this area about consolidation for at least 
two decades but have really achieved very little. 


* 
Consultants pointed out the very real possibility of such 


a report becoming nothing more than a dust-catcher on 
shelves here and there in public and semi-public places. One 
method it recommends to avoid this is creation of a County- 
City Implementation Commission, a group to push for those 
changes in the immediate future that would permit an ul- 
timate consolidation. 


If this is*not done, if such an implementing body is not 


created, the work and expense of the Little firm will have 
been wasted. We would offer, however, a suggestion to the 
city and county as the two bodies consider such action. 


The commission as recommended would include five 


members, four of them existing city and county officials and 
one from the Lincoln Foundation. Our suggestion is that the 
commission be larger than this. 


* 
We fully recognize the dangers of getting a body so large 


that it becomes unwieldy, that it cannot come to an agree- 
ment on anything. Still, we do not believe a seven-member 
commission would run much of such a risk and even a nine- 
member body might not be out of line. 


This would permit more citizen input, part of it from the 


city of Lincoln and part of it from the rural area of the coun- 
ty. Such a change would encourage greater public confidence 
in the work of the group and would help break down any 
political divisions that might deadlock, the dominantly of- 
ficials' body as now recommended. 


Such an implementing commission would still be but a 


bare beginning to things. To pave the way for full consolida- 
tion, the group would have to accomplish much more com- 
ing together on a voluntary basis of various city and county 
work than is now the case. * 


Additionally, the commission would have to seek the 


legal authorities that might be needed at the state level to 
achieve an ultimate consolidation, would need to bring 
about the administrative changes in the county's operations 
that must precede consolidation and would need to conduct 
a constant program of public education. 


Obviously, such a commission'is a key element of con- 


solidation, the foundation on which any future change must 
be laid. It is vital, therefore, that the city and county waste 
no time in appointing this group and that both give the 
matter careful thought in advance. 


The Star agrees wholeheartedly with the conclusions of 


the Little firm as to the value in an ultimate single city- 
county government. We have not indicted past or present 
performance in reaching such a conclusion but have realized 
the promise such a move holds. 


It is not, therefore, so much a matter of what has been 


wrong, but rather, a matter of how better things might be if 
we have the will to make them so.

Haig In White House Post 
Watched Closely By Press 


WASHINGTON - "Keep your 


eye on Al," advised a headline in 
Parade magazine last Aug. 20. 
"Gen. Alexander Haig. That Is. 
His Star Is Rising." And how! 
When the Parade article on Haig 
appeared, he was a two-star 
general serving as the chief 
military aide to presidential ad- 
viser Henry A Kissinger. Less 
than three weeks later. Presi- 
dent Nixon announced his inten- 
tion to put two more stars on 
Haig's epaulets and appoint him 
js Army vice chief of staff. 


Pretty heady stuff for a senior 


military officer who has never 
commanded an Army Division. 
But the best was yet to come. On 
May 4, four days after his speech 
on Watergate, the President 
named Haig to an interim ap- 
pointment as chief of the White 
House staff. 


Haig's competence is un 


questioned, and he is admired by 
leading figures in both major 
political parties. All the same, 
some observers find it discom- 
forting to have an active-duty 
military officer as the 
President's ngnt-hand man, if 
only for a limited period 


Ralph Nader has contended, 


in fact, that Haig's appointment 
violates federal law. Nader's 
claim rests on a 1968 statute 
which states, in part: "Except as 
otherwise provided by law, no 
officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army 
. may hold a 


office by election or appoint- 
ment, whether under the United 
States, a Territory or possession, 
or a State. The acceptance of 
such a civil office or the exercise 
of its functions by such an officer 
terminates his military ap- 
pointment." 


The optative word herej^s 


"active." Previous presidents 


have called upon military men 
for advice on domestic affairs, 
but in almost every instance the 
advisers had retired from the 
armed services 


Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 


President Truman's military 
aide, was implicated in the 
"deep freeze" and 
five- 


percenter" scandals of the late 
1940s. A reporter for the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch caustically 
observed at the time. "The 
duties of a military aide, as inter- 
preted and expanded by the 
expansive Vaughan, have to do 
with racetracks and gamblers, 
with lumber for betting pavilions 
as opposed to lumber for 
veteran's houses, with grain for 
distillers as opposed to grain to 
ease the meat shortages, and 
with con men men. convicts — 
and even philanthropists and 
patriots 
On occasion the 


military aide finds himself under 
investigation by the FBI, but the 
Department of Justice never 
pins a thing on him." 


The only major scandal in 


volving Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Truman's successor, involved 
Sherman Adams, Ike's chief 
White House assistant. Adams 
had to go, and he did. His 
replacement was retired Maj. 
Gen. Wilton B. Persons, who 
served as Adams' deputy since 
the beginning of the Eisenhower 
administration. 


Haig's performance at the 


White House no doubt will be 
closely watched by the press cor- 
ps And not solely because he is 
on active duty or because of 
Watergate

When We Don't Pretest 


Another Round To RMN 


Despite all his troubles, President Nixon's 


strangle hold on Congress has not grown complete- 


dustries, a conglomerate with millions in federal 
military contracts. But there were more per- 


ly limp as indicated in the latest round of the suasive arguments behind the bin. 
executive-legislative power struggle going on in 
Washington. 


Buoyed by the Watergate blows to the 


President's standing, Congress was expected to 
mount counterattacks against the White House in 
efforts to reassert itself as a coequal branch of 
government. 


One attack fell short Wednesday, as the House 


failed by 40 votes to override the President's veto 


Tucked away safely in the executive branch, the 


OMB is one of the most powerful and least accessi- 
ble offices in government. It is the dark hole 
through which money appropriated by Congress 
falls into limbo. It is little wonder, then, that a 
majority in Congress would at least want to have 
the Senate be able to question the people who head 
it and pass on their appointments. 


A commendable showing of independence was 
of a bill to require Senate approval of his top' put on by Rep John Mc(?olljster of Omaha, the 
budget aides. 
The Senate voted 62-22 to override earlier in the 


week. But the majority Democrats could not corral 
enough Republican votes in the House to enact the 
law over the President's objections. 


The legislation would have abolished the jobs of 


Director Roy Ash and Deputy Director Frederic 
Malek of the President's Office of Management 
and Budget (OMB) and would have promptly set up 
similar posts requiring the new step of Senate con- 
firmation of presidential nominees, such as is 
required for appointees to the executive's cabinet. 


Backers of the bill agreed that one of the major 


reasons for its enactment was to be able to question 
Ash about his activities as head of Litton In- 


only House member from Nebraska and one of only 
18 Republicans to join in the override attempt. The 
issue was that the OMB, by being able to control 
spending, "literally controls every agency and 
department in the executive branch," McCollister 
said. "I simply felt Congress should have an over- 
sight privilege when it comes to naming two men 
who wield as much power as the heads of OMB 
-do." 


We think McCollister wasright, and he was in the 


majority. But not the required two-thuds majority. 
Thus President Nixon, with his nose just barely 
above Watergate, wins another big battle with 
Congress. 


One of the lessons we ought to 


have learned again from 
Watergate is something we begin 
drilling into our kids from the 
day they can wander around the 
neighborhood. 


If other kids are doing 


something bad, we say, you 
don't have to join. You just 
leave. 


My own children have 


translated that into an un- 
derstanding that if they are with 
a group of youngsters who are 
throwing rocks at somebody's 
windows, they too might be "in 
for arrest" (as they say it) even 
though they were doing nothing 
but being part of the group. 


One day when I arrived home 


from work, they asked me if I 
would be "in for arrest" if I 
went into a bank with bank 
robbers, even though I wasn't 
the one who demanded the 
money. 


The lesson, at least for that 


day, was learned. 


That's a lesson that might 


have been more in the minds of 
some of those in the highest 
levels of government during the 
past year. 


It's a lesson many of them are 


apparently re-learning now. 


Too many people in 


Washington simply went along, 
silently, without stopping to 
wonder long enough about the 
morality of their involvement in 
the shady dealings that sur- 
rounded Watergate. 


In a way, that's true not onlj 


of those who were involved in 
the executive branch, but also 
those in the Congress, who 
waited until after the 
President's two or three top 
aides had been ousted to an- 
nounce that they had been a bad 
influence on the operations of 
government. 


Where were those con- 


gressmen when we really needed 
them? 


We pay great lip service in th< 
country to the well-established 
tradition of protest when we 
don't agree. 


And yet, occasionally, when 


the chips are down, we simply 
sit back and let matters take 
their course. 


Perhaps now, with Watergate, 


the value of the responsible 
protest will take on new and 
greater meaning. 


Those congressmen, and 


columnists as well, who became 
very vocal about the bad in- 
fluence of Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman after those two had 
departed might have been as 
vocal before . . . long before. 


And the people inside the 


executive branch, or in the Com- 
mittee to Re-Elect the Presi- 
dent, who simply took orders 
might have said "no" on occa- 
sion, even if it meant finding a 
new job. 


But they didn't, and now they 


are trooping to the Senate com- 
mittee hearings, admitting they 
should have known better. 


Some of them apparently 


merely went along, others silent- 
ly consented even if they weren't 
so directly involved. 


But even those who did 


nothing but remain silent must 
be as guilty as are the many of us 
who remained so silent during 
the many long years of the Viet- 
.nam war. 


In that instance, we let those 


who had the courage do the 
protesting and then, when they 
had turned the tide, we patted 
ourselves for our silent support 
of their cause. 


But then, of course, since we 


were so silent, no one really 
knew where we stood. 


The same might be said of 


Watergate. 


Another thing that bothers me 


a bit about Watergate, and, about 
government in general, is the 
tendency to want to hide the 
weaknesses and glorify the 
strengths. 


There's much to be sail for 


giving praise where praise is 
due, but there's little to bejsaid 
for ignoring what's wrong.. 


If we don't get the major 


weaknesses out in the open 
where everyone can look at 
them, how can we expect much 
of an effort to correct them? 


That sort of question Bothered 


me last year when the Nixonians 
kept saying we should talk about 
what's right with America, not 
what's wrong with it. 


That was a good campaign 


theme, of course, since in- 
cumbents' opponents haw little 
choice usually but to dwell on 
the weaknesses they hope will 
topple those in power. 


But, as an operating policy, we 


ought to urge those in power to 
pay close attention to what 
needs improvement, and to do 
that with enough public 
exposure to give the pe»ple a 
chance to speak out 01 the 
solutions. 


At the same time, we ought to 


be understanding and ap- 
preciative of the things done 
well. 


Too often, perhaps, people in 


power begin to believe they are 
serving something other than the 
public interest. That seems to be 
especially true as we get closer 
to the great centers of power. 


It's the job of the public, in- 


cluding the news media, to re- 
mind them otherwise. 


And it's the duty of all of us to 


protest when we don't agree, 
while praising when we do.

WASHINGTON - In one of 


the most remarkable statements 
ever issued by the White House,

as well as illegal activities took 
place in the course of that 1972 
campaign. None of these took 
place with my specific approval 
or knowledge." The President is 
a lawyer, and is advised by men 
who are careful about every 
word in a written statement; the 
addition of the word "specific" 
before "approval or knowledge" 
is probably the greatest single 
confession of error in the docu- 
ment. 


The President's confessions — 


and these are only a handful of 
those made in the statement — 
are confessions of error, not of 
guilt. He says he misjudged, he 
did not intend; he "should have 
been more vigilant."

Will Lincoln ¿ind Lancaster County now have a single, 
consolidated goviTnment? Such was the ultimate intent 
behind the now completed report of Arthur D. Little, Inc., of 
i ’alifornia, a firm hired jointly by the city , county and the 
Lincoln Foimdation. 
The report has addl'd weight to the consolidation move­ 
m ent, an end it would seek to achieve or at least hegin to 
achieve within the next 10 y ears. In the meantime, the con­ 
sultants recom m end a series of steps leading to and 
facilitating the uitim ate m erger of the two governments. 
There are marry obstacles in the way of consummation 
of this report and any one who think s that we arc now off and 
running just hasn’t bofhered to seriously consider things. We 
have been talk ing in this area about consolidation for at least 
two decades but have really achieved very little. 
★ 
Consultants pointed out the very real possibility of such 
a report becoming nothing more than a dust-catcher on 
shelves here and there in public and semi-public places. One 
method it recommends to avoid this is creation of a County - 
City Implementation Commission, a group to push for those 
changes in the immediate future that would permit an ul­ 
timate consolidation 
If this is not done, if such an implementing body is not 
created, the work and expense of the Little firm will have 
been wasted. We would offer, however, a suggestion to the 
city and county as the two bodies consider such action. 
The commission as recomm ended would include five 
members, four of them existing city and county officials and 
one from the Lincoln Foundation. Our suggestion is that the 
commission be larger than this. 
★ 
We fully recognize the dangers of getting a body so large 
that it becomes unwieldy , that it cannot come to an agree­ 
ment on any thing. Still, we do not believe a seven-member 
commission would run much of such a risk and even a nine- 
member body might not be out of line. 
This would permit more citizen input, part of it from the 
city of Lincoln and part of it from the rural area of the coun­ 
ty . Such a change would encourage greater public confidence 
in the work of the group and would help break down any 
political divisions that might deadlock the dominantly of­ 
ficials’ body as now recommended. 
Such an implementing commission would still be but a 
bare beginning to things. To pave the way for full consolida­ 
tion, the group would have to accomplish much more com­ 
ing together on a voluntary basis of various city and county 
work than is now the case. 
★ 
Additionally , the commission would have to seek the 
legal authorities that might be needed at the state level to 
achieve an ultimate consolidation, would need to bring 
about the administrative changes in the county ’s operations 
that must precede consolidation and would need to conduct 
a constant program of public education. 
Obviously , such a commission is a k ey element of con­ 
solidation, the foundation on which any future change must 
be laid. It is vital, therefore, that the city and county waste 
no time in appointing this group and that both give the 
matter careful thought in advance. 
The Star agrees wholeheartedly with the conclusions of 
the Little firm as to the value in an ultim ate single city - 
county government. We have not indicted past or present 
performance in reaching such a conclusion but have realized 
the promise such a move holds. 
It is not, therefore, so much a matter of what has been 
wrong, but rather, a matter of how better things might be if 
we have the will to mak e them so.

Haig In White House Post 
Watched Closely By Press 


WASHINGTON - “Keep y our 
e\e on Al.” advised a headline in 
Parade magazine last Aug 20. 
“Gen. Alexander Haig. That Is. 
His Star Is Rising” And how! 
When the Parade article on Haig 
appeared, he was a two-star 
general serving as the chief 
military aide to presidential ad­ 
viser Henry A. Kissinger. Less 
than three week s later, Pr^i- 
dent Nixon announced his inten­ 
tion to put two more stars on 
Haig’s epaulets and appoint him 
as Army vice chief of staff. 


Pretty heady stuff for a senior 
military (rfficer who has never 
commanded an Army Division. 
But the best was y et to come. On 
May 4, four day s after his speech 
on Watergate, the President 
named Haig to an interim ap­ 
pointment as chief of the White 
House staff. 


Haig’s competence is un 
questioned, and he is admired by 
leading figures in both major 
political parties. All the same, 
some observers find it discom­ 
forting to have an active-duty 
m ilita ry o ffic e r as the 
President's nght-hand man, if 
only for a hmited period. 


Ralph Nader has contended, 
in fact, that Haig’s appointment 
violates federal law. Nader’s 
claim rests on a 1968 statute 
which states, in part; “Except as 
oth« ivise provided by law, no 
officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army 
. may hold a 
office by election or appoint­ 
ment, whether under the United 
States, a Territory or possession, 
or a State. The acceptance of 
such a civil office or the exercise 
of its functions by such an officer 
term inates his m ilitary ap­ 
pointment.”

When We Don' t Protest 


One of the lessons we ought to 
have learned again from 
Watergate is something we begin 
drilling into our k ids from the 
day they can wander around the 
neighborhood. 
If other k ids are doing 
something bad, we say , y ou 
don’t have to join. Ywi just 
leave. 


My own chtldreD have 
translated that Into an un­ 
derstanding that if they are with 
a group of y oungsters who are 
throwing rock s at somebody ’s 
windows, they too might be “in 
for arrest’’ (as they say it) even 
though Uiey were doing nothing 
but being part of the group. 


One day when I arrived home 
from work , they ask ed me if I 
would be “in for arrest” if I 
went into a bank with bank 
robbers, even though I wasn’t 
the one who demanded the 
money . 
The lesson, at least for that 
day . was learned. 
That’s a lesson that might 
have been more in the minds oi 
some of those in the highest 
levels of government during the 
past y ear. 
It’s a lesson many of them are 
apparently re-leaming now. 


T oo 
m any 
pe o ple 
in 
Washington simply went along, 
silently , without stopping to 
wonder long enough about the 
morality of their involvement in 
the shady dealings that sur­ 
rounded Watergate. 


In a way , that’s true not onl) 
of those who were involved in 
the executive branch, but also 
those in the Congress, who 
w a ite d 
un til a f te r the 
President’s two or three top 
aides had been ousted to an­ 
nounce that they had been a bad 
influence on the operations of 
government. 


W here w ere those con* 


gressmen when we really needed 
them? 


We pay great lip service in th< 
country to the well-established 
tradition of protest when we 
don’t agree. 
And y et, occasionally , when 
the chips are down, we simply 
sit back and let matters tak e 
their course. 
Perhaps now, with Watergate, 
the value of the responsible 
protest will tak e on new and 
greater meaning. 
Those congressm en, and 
columnists as well, who became 
very vocal about the bad in­ 
fluence of Haldem an and 
Ehrlichman after those two had 
departed might have been as 
vocal before , . . long before. 


And the people inside the 
executive branch, or in the Com­ 
mittee to Re-Eject the Presi­ 
dent, who simply took orders 
might have said “no” on occa­ 
sion, even if it meant finding a 
new job. 


But they didn’t, and now they 
are trooping to the Senate com­ 
mittee hearings, admitting they 
should have k nown better. 
Some of them apparently 
merely went along, others silent­ 
ly consented even if they weren’t 
so directly involved. 
But even those who did 
nothing but remain silent must 
be as guilty as are the many of us 
m4io remained so silent during 
the many long y ears of the Viet- 
. nam war. 
In that instance, we let those 
who had the courage do the 
protesting and then, when they 
had turned the tide, we patted 
ourselves for our silent support 
of their cause. 


But then, of course, since we 
were so silent, no one really 
k new where we stood. 
The same might be said of 
Watergate. 


Another thing that bothers me 
a bit about Watergate, and about 
government in general. Is the 
tendency to want to hide the 
weak nesses and glorify the 
strengths. 
There’s much to be said for 
giving praise where praise is 
due, but there’s little to be said 
for Ignoring what’s wrong. 


If we don't get the major 
weak nesses out in the open 
where every one can look at 
them, how can we expect much 
of an effort to correct them? 


That sort of question bothered 
me last y ear when the Nixonians 
k ept saving we should talk about 
what’s right with America, not 
what’s wrong with it. 
That was a good campaign 
theme, of course, since in­ 
cumbents’ opponents hase little 
choice usually but to dwell on 
the weàk nesses they ho^ will 
topple those in power. 


But. as an operating polk -y . we 
ought to urge those in power to 
pay close attention to what 
needs improvement, and to do 
that w ith enough public 
exposure to give the pe# ple a 
chance to speak out oi the 
solutions. 


At the same time, we ought to 
be understanding and ap­ 
preciative of the things done 
well. 


Too often, perhaps, people in 
power begin to believe they are 
sen ing something other than the 
public interest. That seems te be 
especially true as we get rioser 
to the great centers of power. 


It’s the job of the public, in­ 
cluding the news media, to re­ 
mind them otherwise. 


And it’s the duty of all of us to 
protest when we don’t agree, 
while praising when we do.

Exon an opportunity to reduce rates for 1974 
through the State Board of Ek )ualization; that some 
senators opposed a reduction in income tax rates 
without a corresponding cut in the sales tax and 
that there was a feeling that a tax cut in 19'74, an 
election y ear, would be more beneficial politically 
than a reduction in 1973. 
Two points are clear, however, even though 
surrounded by misty reasoning by the senators as 
exemplified by the Thursday turnabout. 
There is a surplus, and it could have gone to 
fund neglected state programs if the Legislature so 
desired. We wouldn’t have opposed that. 
There is a surplus, and the income tax rate can 
be reduced this y ear. 
If the tax reduction is k illed next Friday , the 
lawmak ers have some explaining to do.

Confessions Of A President 


WASHINGTON - In one of 
the m(» t remaiicable statements 
ever issued by the White House, 
the President made these con­ 
fessions; 
1 
A bureaucratic civil war 
took place in the intelligence 
community in 1970, pitting J. 
Edgar Hoover’s FBI against our 
foreign intelligence agencies on 
the issue of whether to resume 
authority , ended in 1966, permit­ 
ting U.S. agents to burglarize for 
national security reasons. 
Hoover, who did not want his 
men involved in this k ind of 
operation, won. Cooperation 
between agencies bogged down 
and 
our 
in te llige n c e 
“deteriorated.” 


2. The President stated, “I 
approved” the creation of the 
unit called “TTie Plumbers” to 
investigate national security 
leak s after the publication of the 
Pentagon Papers, and “I told 
Mr. Krogh that as a matter of 
first priority , this unit should 
find out all it could about Mr. 
Ellsberg’s associates and his 
motives.” 


3. The President asserted he 
told Assistant Attorney General 
Peterson to “confine his in­ 
vestigation to Watergate and 
stay out of national security 
matters.” That meaiis the Presi­ 
dent obstructed the investigation 
to the extent he felt necessity to 
protect national security . If his 


accusers want to say that mak es 
him part of a “cover-up,” so be 
it, which also applies to the next 
point: 
4. The President said, “I in­ 
structed Mr. Haldeman and Mr. 
Ehrlichman to ensure that the 
investigation of the break -in not 
expose either an unrelated 
covert operation of the CIA or 
the activities of the White House 
investigations unit . . . ” 
5. “It is clear that unethical 
as well as illegal activities took 
place in the course of that 1972 
campaign. None of these took 
place with my specific approval 
or k nowledge.”’ The President is 
a lawy er, and is advised by men 
who are careful about every 
word in a written statement; the 
addition of the word “specific” 
before “approval or k nowledge” 
is probably the greatest single 
confession of error in the docu­ 
ment. 
,A. 


The President’s confessions — 
and these are only a handful of 
those made in the statement — 
are contessions of error, not of 
guilt. He say s he misjudged; he 
did not intend; he “should have 
been more vigilant.” 
Since the statement seems to 
raise more questions than it 
answers, why did the President 
put it out? 
It enables the men he men­ 
tions — Haldeman, Ehrlichman 
K rogh. Deputy CIA Chief 


Walters — to testify truthfully 
without seeming disloy al to the 
President. 


It puts information out in a big 
buck et — not drop by drop, as in 
the cartoon of water torture in­ 
flicted on the Republican party 
in the post-Harding era. 
It reminds the fair-minded of 
the context of the times; now 
that Vietnam is over, we tend to 
forget the fury of the opposition 
to the war and the real domestic 
threats some of the protestors 
posed. 
It tries to separate dirty 
p o litic s , 
w hich 
is 
un­ 
conscionable, from the dirty but 
somewhat more conscionable, 
business or stretching or 
break ing laws in behalf of 
national security . 
It lay s the basis for a news 
conference in which the Presi­ 
dent can speak lik e a lawy er in 
ccRirt, mating references to a 
detailed brief, and not lik e a 
defendant telling the storj’ for 
the first time. 
,A. 


Most important, the statement 
focuses attention on the dilem­ 
ma that drew the Nixon ad­ 
ministration into the supersnoop 
business in the first place: at 
what point does the defense of 
our sy stem corrupt our sy stem? 
It is satisfy ing to say “once 
y è t 
admit it might« be right to 
break the law for good ends, y ou 


wind up break ing it for bad 
ends.” Or “an obsession with 
security leads to political 
paranoia, and the overreaction 
to dissent turns leaders into 
would-be dictators.” or, in 
regard to association with people 
y ou have degraded by requiring 
them to do the dirty work , to 
apply the adage, “when y ou lay 
down with dogs, y ou get up with 
fleas.” 
There is much truth in that, 
but how far are we willing to 
tak e the argument? How do we 
protect our secrets? Is it such a 
good idea to try to uncover 
another country ’s secrets? Do 
we need a covert operation in 
(TA at all any more? 


The President, after two 
months, has ctecided upon a 
strategy to deal with Watergate: 
to admit error rather than guilt, 
and to change the batdeground 
from “Was the President hi- 
volved in these deazy piritdcal 
shenanigans?” to a loftier “What 
liberties are we prepared to give 
up for national security ?” 


For a man with his back to the 
wall, it is a daring strategy , J)ut it 
is rick y , too - for one of the 
fruits of the detente Nixon 
brought about is a long-awaited 
lessening of the lust for secrecy , 
and another is a growing reluc­ 
tance to subvnrt the law in the 
name of natialal security .

In response to Doninick 
C ostello’s 
“ Spotlight 
on 
Agriculture” column (April 23 
Star), we would lik e to iiform 
Mr. Costello that the National 
Audubon Society has long sup­ 
ported the predator control 
program to which he refers. 
Ironically , he might have an 
ally in the NAS if he weren’t in­ 
clined to misrepresent its posi­ 
tion. If the alternative weie a 
return to wholesale poisoiing 
oc c asioned by increased 
pressure from the wool lotby . 
NAS would certainly bk ck 
whatever funding and nun- 
power measures are neces.sar} to 
mak e the extension hunter- 
trapper sy stem effective. 
Nowhere in the society ’s re­ 
cent congressional testimony is 
there to be found any direct or 
indirect suggestion that “the na­ 
tion needs fewer sheep and mere 
coy otes and eagles.” This is Mr. 
Costello’s own misinterpretation 
from the Audubon testimony 
and news release. Although 
coy otes should not be mindlessly 
persecuted, they need to be con­ 
trolled 
w ithin 
reasonable 
numbers, as we control deer and 
pheasant populations with 
regulated hunting. Eagles are 
simply not populous enough, 
even in Wy oming, to thpeaten 
the sheep rancher or aiy one 
else. 
Audubon testimony pointed 
out the inequitable naturp of the 
federal wool subsidy nrocram. 
which doles out as ciuch as 
$200,000 to certain iniividuals 
who are k nown slaugiters of 
eagles. NAS testimony further 
noted that these same .'anchors 
are those apply ing preisure on 
Congress to return prediilor con­ 
trol to the states, wherejf would 
presumably be withi» closer 
reach of the wool lobl^. 
Mr. Costello’s meijtion of 
NAS’s New York City address 
was apparently an atteript to tip 
off his farm constituency that 
these are big-city folk who care 
nothing for the welfare of the 
farm er. On the contrary ,

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Wheat Farmers Advised 
To Plan On Storing Grain

Nebraska's wheat farmers will 


probably have to store a part of 
their 1973 wheat crop on their 
own farms due to a shortage of 
commercial storage space and 
rail equipment to move the grain 
to market, according to Howard 
Elm, executive director of the 
Nebraska Grain Dealers Associa- 
tion. 


In a review of the grain situa- 


tion 
issued 
from 
the 


organization's Lincoln office 
Thursday, Elm expressed con- 
cern over the apparent lack of 
understanding of elevator 
operator problems by fanners. 


Calling for better com- 


munications between farmers 
and elevator operators, Elm 
said, "The problem that fanners 
were the most concerned with 
and understood the least was the 
vast difference in the daily cash 
bid between elevators in the 
same areas." 
' 
Cars Made Difference 


"The differences ranged from 


a few cents a bushel to instances 
where the elevator could not bid 
on grain at all. The elevators had 
differences in price because of 
the availability of cars to one 


elevator and none were available 
at another elevator." 


"Some had grain sold in ad- 


vance they were unable to get 
rail cars to ship so they were un- 
able to buy any grain at all for a 
considerable period of time," 
Elm said. 


Elm reported that most 


elevators were facing the largest 
combination of unknown factors 
related to a new crop in history. 


Storage Available 


Elm noted that most country 


elevators had some storage 
available because of the move- 
ment of grain owned by the 
government into trade channels. 


"We will not have sufficient 


cars to .move the wheat to 
market. What cannot be stored 
at elevators must be stored on 
the farms in farmers1 own 
storage," he said. 


Elm indicated that a shortage 


of rail equipment would dis- 
courage elevator managers from 
piling grain on the ground unless 
they were assured of getting 
equipment to move the grain io 
a short time. 


"The shortage of rail cars will 


be a major bottleneck in the 
grain marketing system for the 


NPPD Accepts 
Ecological Study

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
North Platte — A 600-page 


report on the likely ecological 
effects of the Cooper Nuclear 
Station on the Missouri River 
was laid before the directors of 
the Nebraska Public Power 
District Thursday. 


The directors held their 


regular monthly meeting here in 
connection with the ground- 
breaking of the $190 million 
Gerald Gentleman 
Station. 


Ceremonies for the conventional 
steam generating plant, to be 
built near Sutherland Reservoir, 
are scheduled Friday. 


The year-long ecological study 


» by Industrial Rio-Twst Inc. of 


Northbrook. 111., was barely 
accepted, however, before a 
seven-month extension was ap- 
proved. The initial study cost 
$310,000. the extended contract 
another $278,750. 


Dr. Eric Sloth. NPPD en- 


viromental manager, said the 
Atomic Energy Commission had 
required the extension and also 
suggested monthly rather than 
quarterly monitoring of effects 
on the river's fish populace. 
Several other factors are also un- 
der study. 


"The report says in effect that 


no significant deleterious effects 
are expected," Dr. Sloth sum- 
marized, "but there is a tremen- 
dous amount of data which we 
are reviewing." 


When it was suggested that 


future monitoring contracts be 
subject to bidding, the manager 
said they undoubtedly will when 
the plant begins operation. He 
noted that six bids were received 
tor a .similar study at the planned 
Gentleman Station 


The absence of competitive 


bidding on a coal-handling 
modification project at Sheldon 
Station also raised board 
evebrows Only one bid, a $357.- 
818 one from Olson Construction 
Co of Lincoln, was received. 


NPPD officials said the 


specifications had been mailed 
to 114 contractors, however, and 
that a month's time was allowed 
tor bid preparation. They said 
this is "the busy time of year" 
for contractors and that many 
hesitate at remodeling work. 


On another matter, the board 


approved a $340,000 settlement 
with Olson Construction Co. for 
excessive overtime and other 
extra expenses the firm said it 
had incurred on work at the 
Cooper Station.

"If farmers and elevators will 


work together to make the best 
use of available credit, fuel and 
transportation facilities as well 
as available storage facilities, we 
can handle the wheat crop but it 
will probably take a little longer 
than it has in former years." he 
said. 


Elm declined to predict what 


would happen when the feed 
grain crop is harvested this fah. 
"The wheat harvest is 30 days 
away. We can't predict any too 
well what will happen in one 
month. There probably are fac- 
tors that will affect the feed 
grain harvest that we haven't 
even dreamed of yet," he said. 


Elm suggested that formers 


ought to plan to store fuel for 
tractors and grain dryers and 
learn the art of grain storage on 
ttaek OWB farms. 


"They might also consider 


building some storage for starter 
f fertilizer and try to apply their 
fertilizer for their crops in the 
fall. They can store a lot of fer- 
tilizer in the soil by applying it in 
the fall," he suggested. 


Elm indicated that people 


needed to change their attitude 
about storage of fuels and fer- 
tilizer supplies on their farms. 
Citing delays by the City-County 
Plaining Commission in ap- 
proving an expansion of storage 
facilities at Waverry as an exam- 
ple of the problems faced by in- 
dusrry, he said, "You have to 
store the stuff some place so that 
farmers in the area can heat 
their homes and have fuel to dry 
their grain. Maybe farmers will 
have to store it themselves on 
their own farms. One thing for 
sure, we can't expect the 
transportation industry to move 
these products only on the day 
we need them." he said.

Church Says Watergate 'Sordid Incident7 


Omaha (UPI) — Delegates to 


the 185th United Presbyterian 
General Assembly Wednesday 
condemned the Watergate scan- 
dal as a "sordid incident" but 
cautioned against "any 
withdrawal by the people into 
cynicism and despair at this 
time." 


The delegates also concluded 


their week-long meeting in 
Omaha by adopting a major 
policy statement on the "preser- 
vation of privacy" and voted 
solid support for the United 
Farm Workers Union's "struggle 
for recognition and self- 
determination." 


Concerning Watergate, the top 


church policy-making body said:. 
"As a church assembly we are 
not called upon to condemn per- 
sons involved in the charges nor 
to pronounce judgment." But, 
the assembly said. Watergate is a 
"sordid incident" and focuses 
"serious concern about the pre- 
sent abuses of the power and the 
privileges of the presidential of- 
fice. We declare today that for 
any particular government to 
profane that system of govern- 
ment under law for purposes of 
convictions, narrow political in- 
terest or personal gain is the 
worst kind of corruption," the 
assembly said. "It is a subver- 
sion of the national purpose by 
those called to be agents of that 
purpose." 


The assembly commended 


persistent efforts by the press in 
leading to the Watergate dis- 
closures and said those involved 


U the affair should be 
prosecuted, "no matter what 
their position or office and to the 
fullest extent of the law." 


m its privacy policy statement, 


the assembly said: "Increasing- 
ly, personal and associational 
privacy is undermined. Privacy 
is freedom from interference, 
opportunity to grow, liberty to 
control what others may know 
about oneself. Privacy is the 
right to be left alone or to join 
others without being watched." 


The assembly called upon 


public and nonpublic agencies to 
"provide for the maximum 
protection of privacy." 


The delegates urged support 


of the United Farm Workers 
Union in California, particularly 
by boycotting lettuce and table 
grapes. 


Congress should be 
"en- 


couraged." the assembly said, 
"To create and enact new 
legislation for farm workers' 


participation in the collective 
bargaining process." 


The assembly adopted the 


report from its committee on 
women, but the assembly 
moderator, the Rev. Clinton 
Marsh of Omaha, warned that "I 
don't think a lot of us are taking 
seriously a revolution that is 
going on at this point in history. 
For us to keep dragging our feet 
regarding the emancipation of 
women is not for the common 
good."

Nebraska Drops To 11 th In Volume Of Ag Exports

Nebraska has dropped from 


10th place to llth among the 50 
states in total dollar volume of 
agricultural exports, according 
to information compiled by the 
Bureau of Business Research at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


Sales of Nebraska farm 


products in foreign markets 
amounted to $265 million in 1970 
and reached a record-high $287.6 
million in 1971. The 1972 figure 
shows a drop to $283.3 million. 


Mrs. Dorothy Switzer. 


editorial assistant at the bureau, 
cited several reasons for the 
decrease between fiscal 1970-71 
and fiscal 1971-72 


"There have been a lot of 


small food processing plants 
developed in the state so that a 
laraer portion of the state's raw 
agyculturai productsCre being 
processed," she said 


"Unfortunately, the processed 


products are not entering the 
export markets at the same rate 
the raw products are " 


However, there are some 


bright spots in the farm export 
picture. 


The state's dairy processors in- 


creased exports by a whopping 
75%, or 4% above the average in 
the West North-Central Region. 
However, the state still ranks 4% 
below the national rate of in- 
crease in export of dairy 
products and ranks ninth in the 
nation with sales of $4.9 million 


The West North-Central 


Region takes in Nebraska. Iowa. 
Kansas. Minnesota, Missouri 
and North and South Dakota. 


32% More Wheat 
Nebraska shipped 32'7r more 


wheat and flour into export 
channels, which is a larger in- 
crease than either the region or 
the natioif experienced This put 
Nebraska in fourth -}ace 


nationally with sales of $69.5 
million. 


Nebraska also increased its 


foreign sales of meat and meat 
products by a greater percentage 
than the rest of the nation. 
Meat exports rose 26% and sales 
of lard and tallow increased 
13%. Sales of meat and meat 
products totaled $12.1 million to 
put the state in fourth place. 


Nebraska placed third in feed 


grain exports with sales of $104 6 
million and third in animal fats 
with sales of $15.3 million 


Nebraska's regional ranking in 


exports dropped one notch from 
fourth place to fifth, changing 
places with Missouri 
Iowa, 


Kansas and Minnesota retained 
their first, second and third- 
place positions, respectively 


Nebraska was one of three 


states in the region experiencing 
a drop in exports, but it had the 
smallest of the thrge. Nebraska 
farm exports droppQi 1 5% com- 


pared to Kansas, which declined 
7.7%, and Missouri, which 
showed a 3 3% decrease 


One major reason for the 


decline in agriculturally related 
exports was the reduction in 
exports of protein meal, 
soybeans and soybean oil. 
Soybeans and protein meal 
dropped 26.4%, while oil 
decreased 19.9%. 


One possible explanation of 


the* drop is an increasing local 
demand for soybean meal for 
livestock feed. There is also a 
question of how identifiable the 
state's production of these 
products may be in the total 
national export picture because 
the nation is exporting in- 
creasing amounts of all three soy 
products 


Transportation Factor 
Transportation problems for 


inland Nebraska may also be a 
factor in the state's extart 
ratings. 
The shortage of Tail 


transportation equipment has 
undoubtedly delayed the ship- 
ment of large quantities of 
grains and soybeans from the 
state's elevators. 


A reduction in federally spon- 


sored programs to developing 
countries in which Nebraska- 
grown products are used is also a 
factor in the state's loss in rank 
as an exporter. 


The future of agricultural 


exports depends on governmen- 
style of people around the world, 
according to Mrs. Switzer. 


"The government will have to 


do what it can to expand exports 
of farm production to help the 
balance of payments situation," 
she said. 


"Agriculture is one of the few 


remaining areas where the U.S 
is more productive than other 
nations. We have to get over the 
idea that we as a nation are 
superior to other nations as 
producers because we are not. 


except in the field of producing 
food and fiber. 


"People throughout the world 


are demanding more meat, 
better foods and better living 
conditions. This could provide a 
tremendous 
market for 


agricultural production from 
Nebraska in future yeafV' 


Some future changes in export 


patterns may be related to 
changes in the sizes of farms. 
"We seem to be moving in two 
directions at once," said Mrs. 
Switzer. "The actual number of 
farms is still declining, but the 
decline is slowing We are get- 
ting more really large farms and 
more small part-time farms, 
while the number of medium- 
sized farms seems to be 
declining. 


"E this trend continues,' we 


could expect to see some 
changes in marketing patterns, 
wtriclf covM affect exports even- 
tually."

Nebraska Drops To 11th In Volume Of Ag Exports 


By Dominick Costello

Nebraska has dropped from 
10th place to 11th among the 50 
states in total dollar volume of 
ag ricultural exports. aa*ording 
to information compiled by the 
Bureau of Business Research at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


Sales of Nebraska farm 
products in foreig n markets 
amounted to $265 million in 1970 
and reached a record-hig h $28 7.6 
million in 1971. Ike 1972 fig ure 
shows a drop to $28 3.3 million. 


Mrs. D orothy S w itzer, 
editorial assistant at the bureau, 
cited several reasons for the 
decrease between fiscal 1970-71 
and fiscal 1971-72. 
"There have been a lot of 
small food processing plants 
developed in the state so that a 
larg er portion of the ^ t e ’s raw 
ag ^cuJtural productswe being 
processed." she said. ^ 


"Unfortunately , the processed 
products are not entering the 
export markets at the same rate 
the raw products are.” 


Ho wev er, there a re so me 
brig ht spo ts in the farm ex po rt 
picture. 


The state’s dairy processors in­ 
creased exports by a whopping 
75%, or 4% above the averag e in 
the West North-Central Reg ion. 
However, the state still ranks 4% 
below the national rate of in­ 
crease in export of dairy 
products and ranks ninth in the 
nation with sales of $4.9 million. 
The West North-Central 
Reg ion takes in Nebraska, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri 
and North and South Dakota. 
32% Mo re Whea t 
Nebraska shipped 
3 2 % more 
wheat and flour into export 
channels, which is a larg er in­ 
crease th ^ either the reg ion or 
the natioifexperienced. This put 
Nebraska in fourth r>ace 


nationally with sales of $69.5 
million. 


Nebraska also increased its 
foreig n sales of meat and meat 
products by a g reater percentag e 
than the rest of the nation. 
Meat exports rose 26% and sales 
of lard and tallow increased 
13%. Sales of meat and meat 
products totaled $12.1 million to 
put the state in fourth place. 


Nebraska placed third in feed 
g rain exports with sales of $104.6 
million and third in animal fats 
with sales of $15.3 million. 
Nebraska’s reg ional ranking in 
exports dropped one notch from 
fourth place to fifth, chang ing 
places with Missouri. 
Iowa, 
Kansas and Minnesota retained 
their first, second and third- 
place positions, respectively . 
Nebraska was one of three 
states in the reg ion experiencing 
a drop in exports, but it had the 
smallest of the thrig e. Nebraska 
farm exports drop|9 l 1.5% com­ 


pared to Kansas, which declined 
7.7%, and Missouri, which 
showed a 3.3% decrease. 


One major reason for the 
decline in ag riculturally related 
exports was the reduction in 
exports of protein m eal, 
soy beans and soy bean oil. 
Soy beans and protein meal 
dropped 26.4%, while oil 
decreased 19.9%. 


One po^ible explanation of 
th^ drop is an increasing local 
demand for soy bean meal for 
livestock feed. There is also a 
question of how identifiable the 
state’s production of these 
products may be in the total 
national export picture because 
the nation is exporting in­ 
creasing amounts of all three soy 
products. 
Tra nspo rta tio n Fa cto r 
Transportation problems for 
inland Nebraska may also be a 
factor in the state’s e x^ rt 
rating s. 
The shortag e of Tail 


transportation equipment has 
undoubtedly delay ed the ship­ 
ment of ¡arg e quantities of 
g rains and soy beans from the 
state’s elevators. 


A reduction in federally spon­ 
sored prog rams to developing 
countr^ in which Nebraska- 
g rown products are used is also a 
factor in the state’s loss in rank 
as an exporter. 


The future of ag ricultural 
exports depends on g overnmen- 
sty le of people around the world, 
according to Mrs. Switzer. 
"The g overnment will have to 
do what it can to expand exports 
of farm production to help the 
balance of pay ments situation,” 
she said. 
"Ag riculture is one of the few 
remaining areas where the U.S. 
is more productive than other 
nations. We have to g et over the 
idea that we as a nation are 
superior to other nations as 
producers because we are not, 


except in the field of producing 
food and fiber. 


"Peo ple thro ug ho ut the wo rld 
a re dema nding mo re mea t, 
better fo o ds a nd better liv ing 
co nditio ns. This co uld pro v ide a 
tremendo us ma rket fo r 
a g ricultura l pro ductio n fro m 
Nebra ska in future y ea Fs." 


Some future chang es in export 
patterns may be related to 
chang es in the sizes of farms. 
"We seem to be moving in two 
directions at once,” said Mrs. 
Switzer. "The actual number of 
farms is still declining , but the 
decline is slowing We are g et­ 
ting more really larg e farms and 
more small part-time farms, 
while the number of medium­ 
sized 
farms seem s to be 
declining . 
“If this trend continues,* we 
could expect to see some 
c h a n^ in marketing patterns, 
whici could affect exports even­ 
tually .”

Gift-wrapped packages 
must be opened ... in 
spite of protests and 
sometimes tears.

"It is a Federal Crime and a violation of FAA 


Safety Regulations to: Carry concealed weapons 
aboard aircraft, Interfere with the flight crews. 
Passengers and baggage are subject to search " 


"Attention Anti-Hijacking procedures are in 


effect " 


"Federal regulations require that all persons 


beyond this point be screened and that all hand- 
carried articles be inspected." 


Although these warnings are distinctly dis- 


played, persons trying to enter the large, glass 
entrance doors of the concourse at the Lincoln 
Municipal Airport and finding them locked 
usually appear offended, incredulous or con- 
fused. However, the locked doors are merely 
precautions in accordance with the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) requirement of 
aviation security 


Since Jan. 5, 1973, passengers have been sub- 


jected to screening procedures before boarding 
aircraft and until May 11, visitors were not 
allowed in the concourse area. 


The Security operations at the Airport have 


been in effect for nearly five months and nearly 
50,000 people have gone through the search 
operations. But there still is a great deal of 
passenger confusion due simply to the un- 
iamiliarity with the system. 


When the glass barriers are opened shortly 


before flight takeoff, the passengers and visitors 
must, one-by-one, go through the security check 
procedure 


According to Mrs. Mary Barret and Steve 


Motley, who are employed by Metropolitan 
Protection Service, Inc. which mans the Airport 
system, resistance in general has been at a 
minimum 


The two security officers agreed that, for the 


most part, people realize that the check is for 
their own protection. Therefore it is simply 
tolerated without comment. 


Before filing through the magometer — a 


metal-detection' device — persons first must 
leave all hand-carried articles with Mrs. Barret, 


who inspects them. She stated that probems do 
arise when people are carrying gift-wrapped 
packages. 


In spite of the protests — and many times 


tears — Mrs. Barret must insist on opening the 
packages so that she is able to view the con-, 
tents. 


In the course of a cross-country flight, she 


noted that a package may be opened every time 
a person changes aircraft. With that in mind, 
she suggested that passengers wait and wrap 
their gifts on the plane immediately before they 
reach their final destination. 


Even though the inspection is very thorough, 


it takes relatively little time — about 10 seconds 
per briefcase or purse, Mrs. Barret can rapidly 
sort through several items, because she knows 
exactly for what she is looking — knives, 
firearms, extra-long scissors or other articles 
which could serve as weapons. 


To make the situation a little more tolerable 


to the passengers, Edward H. Itzen, president of 
Metropolitan Protection, stated that simple psy- 
chology was used in selecting the man-woman 
team for the airport security staff 


The reasoning is that most women, if they 


must submit to the screening, would prefer 
another woman to inspect their packages and 
handbags. 


Each person must also walk through the 


magometer, which Motley is in charge of 
monitoring. The coils in the magometer detect 
any metal objects a person might be carrying. 


The security personnel noted that the 


magometer is extremely accurate in deter- 
mining if a person is carrying something of 
heavy metal. 


If the magometer registers a large mass of 


metal, Motley uses a wand metal-detector 
which can detect such things as back braces, 
metal plates used to surgically repair skull in- 
juries, metal bolts in arm or leg joints or 
shrapnel from war wounds. 


Usually the problem is very simple — two 


many keys on a jangling key ring or a healthy 
pocketful of change. 


Although the process entails additional per- 


sonnel and detail work at the expense of the 
private airlines, the method is much more ef- 
ficient than the first security program proposed 
by the FAA. This required a spot check of 
luggage and the inspection of those persons fit- 
ting the "profile" of a hijacker.

et fed ’ 


“ Federal regulatio ns require that all perso ns 
bey o nd this po int he screened and that all hand- 
carried articles be inspeeted." 


Althou gh these warnings are d istinctly d is­ 
play ed , persons try ing to enter the large, glass 
entrance d oors of the concou rse at the Lincoln 
Mu nicipal Airport and find ing them lock ed 
Usu ally appear offend ed , incred u lou s or con­ 
fu sed Howev er, the lock ed d oors are merely 
precau tions m accord ance with the Fed eral 
Av iation Ad ministration (FAAi requ irement of 
av iation secu rity 
Since .Ian 5. 197.3, passengers hav e been su b­ 
jected to screening proced u res before board ing 
aircraft and u ntil May 11. v isitors were not 
allowed m the concou rse area. 


The Secu rity operations at the Airport hav e 
been in effect for nearly fiv e months and nearly 
people hav e gone throu gh the search 
operations. Bu t there still is a great d eal of 
passenger confu sion d u e simply to the u n­ 
familiarity with the sy stem. 


When the glass barriers are opened shortly 
before flight tak eoff, the passengers and v isitors 
mu st, one-by -one, go throu gh the secu rity check 
proc(‘d u re. 
Accord ing to Mrs Mary Barret and Stev e 
Motley , who are employ ed by Metropolitan 
Protection Serv ice, Inc. which mans the Airport 
sy stem, resistance in general has been at a 
minimu m 
The two secu rity officers agreed that, for the 
most part, people realize that the check is for 
their own protection. Therefore it is simply 
tolerated withou t comment. 
Before filing throu gh the magometer — a 
metal-d etection d ev ice — persons first mu st 
leav e all fiand -carried articles with Mrs. Barret. 


who inspects them. She stated that probcms d o 
arise when people are carry ing gift-wrapped 
pack ages. 
In spite of the protests — and many times 
tears — Mrs. Barret mu st insist on opening the 
pack ages so that she is able to v iew the con­ 
tents. 


In the cou rse of a cross-cou ntry flight, she 
noted that a pack age may be opened ev ery time 
a person changes aircraft. With that in mind , 
she su ggested that passengers wait and wrap 
their gifts on the plane immed iately before they 
reach their final d estination. 


Ev en thou gh the inspection is v ery thorou gh, 
it tak es relativ ely little time ■— abou t 10 second s 
per briefcase or pu rse, Mrs. Barret can rapid ly 
sort throu gh sev eral items, becau se she k nows 
ex actly for what she is look ing — k niv es, 
firearms, ex tra-long scissors or other articles 
which cou ld serv e as weapons. 
To mak e the situ ation a little more tolerable 
to the pa.ssengers, LMward H. Itzen, presid ent of 
Metropolitan Protection, stated that simple psy ­ 
chology was u sed in selecting the man-woman 
team ifor the airport secu rity staff. 
The reasoning is that most women, if they 
mu st su bmit to the screening, wou ld prefer 
another woman to inspect their pack ages and 
hand bags. 


Each person mu st also walk throu gh the 
magometer, which Motley is in charge of 
monitoring. The coils in the magometer d etect 
any metal objects a person might be carry ing. 


The secu rity personnel noted that the 
magometer is ex tremely accu rate in d eter­ 
mining if a person is carry ing something of 
heav y metal. 
If the magometer registers a large mass of 
metal. Motley u ses a wand metal-d etector 
which can d etect su ch things as back braces, 
metal plates u sed to su rgically repair sk u ll in­ 
ju ries, metal bolts in arm or leg joints or 
shrapnel from war wou nd s. 


Usu ally the problem is v ery simple — two 
many k ey s on a jangling k ey ring or a healthy 
pock etfu l of change. 


Althou gh the process entails ad d itional per­ 
sonnel and d etail work at the ex pense of the 
priv ate airlines, the method is mu ch more ef­ 
ficient than the first secu rity program proposed 
by the FAA. This requ ired a spot check of 
lu ggage and the inspection of those persons fit­ 
ting the “profile” of a hijack er.

It took three tries to do it — 


but Sen Jerome Warner of 
Waverly finally won 25-12 ten- 
tative approval Thursday for 
legislation reducing the 1973 per- 
sonal income tax rate from 15% 
to 13<( 


The 25 votes were the 


nununum required to insert the 
tax reduction language in a pen- 
ding bill, LB10, and then push 
the new measure over its first 
floor test. 


LB10, which originally would 


have authorized an increase in 
the Omaha School District 
building levy, was stripped and 
rewritten on a 25-16 vote 


Final Vote 


The bill will be rushed toward 


a final vote on the 1973 session's 
Idst day June 1, leaving Gov J 


James Exon with the option of 
disposing of the measure as he 
wishes after the Legislature has 
gone home 


The income tax rate would be 


reduced retroactively to Jan 1 
as a result of unanticipated 
revenue from sales and income 
levies at current rates. 


Even if the Legislature were 


to approve all pending spending 
bills, according to legislative 
fiscal estimates, the state would 
collect a surplus of $15.6 million 
beyond what is needed to fund 
1973-74 expenditures. 


The reduction in income tax 


rates to 13% would, in effect, 
return about $12 million of the 
surplus to taxpayers

Thursday's vote represented a 


new mixture of senators, some 
of whom had been absent on 
Wednesday, some of whom 
changed their previous position 


Sen. John Cavanaugh III of 


Omaha attempted to amend the 
newly written LB10 to transfer 
the responsibility 
for es- 


tablishing sales and income tax 
rates from the State Board of 
Equalization to the Legislature. 


The Cavanaugh plan, which 


would have written the proposed 
13% income tax rate and the 
current 2J/2% state sales tax rate 
into law, was rejected on a 21-25 
count. 


Backed By Carpenter 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff supported the idea, 
arguing that it might keep Exon 
from vetoing the bill. 


"If we are going to claim 


credit for a tax reduction," 
Cavanaugh contended, "We 
should accept the blame for (any 
future) tax increase." 


Senators are "eager" to take 


credit for the proposed income 
tax cut, Cavanaugh noted And 
it is "only equitable" that they 


have the "integrity and courage" 
to associate themselves with a 
tax hike "when it comes," he 
said. 


Cavanaugh's proposal was sup-

Less than one-third of the persons believed to be eligible in 


Lancaster County for a homestead exemption allowed 
homeowners 65 years of age or older who meet certain in- 
come requirements have filed applications for the exemp- 
tion. 


Assessor Fritz Meyer issued Thursday a reminder that 


June 1 is the deadline for filing the homestead exemption 
applications and only about 1,500 of an estimated 5,000 eligi- 
ble persons have made application. 


The law currently provides that any taxpayer who qualifies 


shall have exempt from his real estate taxes 25% of the tax 
on the homestead not to exceed a $125 exemption. 


However, pending legislation before the 1973 Unicameral 


could increase that to about a $228 maximum tax exemption 
for Lancaster County residents for 1973, and as much as a 
$457 exemption next year. 


However, to qualify for such an exemption, the gross in- 


come of the owner-occupant must not exceed the following: 


— $2,800, if single, widowed, widower, separated or 


divorced. 


— $3,550, if married with one spouse 65 or over. 
— $4,300, if married with both husband and wife 65 or 


over. 


Under definition of the law, a homestead means a 


residence occupied by the owner and the land surrounding it 
if not exceeding one acre.

Shop superintendent E. J. Somer said ac-

The trucks are then inspected for metal' 


fatigue cracks in the frame, and for wheel, 
brake, axle and axle bearing wear. These 
items will be replaced or refurbished as 
needed. 


The body of the car will be completely 


stripped of the finished plywood material on 
the interior, of damaged flooring and of all 
worn or damaged exterior fittings. 


After stripping, the ends of the boxcars, 


which usually are badly bowed out from shif- 
ting cargo or careless loading, are 
straightened out. 


The next step is to sandblast the car down 


to bare metal in preparation for repainting. 


Farther down the line, workers will install 


"nailable" steel flooring. This is flooring into 
which fasteners can be pounded. 


On the interior walls of a boxcar new 


plywood, up to IVz inches thick, will be in- 
stalled and fastened by a worker with a nail 
gun allowing him to pound a nail a second. 


The last stop prior to the paint shop allows 


a welder to apply an end sheet and end sill 
reinforcement patch. In addition to welding, 
the patch is secured by fasteners applied 
hydraulically. 


The patch is applied for additional 


strengthening of the car. 


The next stop is to spray paint the car with 


a coat of Burlington-Northern green. A 
template is used after the green paint has 
dried and the modernistic BN logo is sprayed 
on with white paint. 


The car is weighed and reporting marks 


are also stenciled onto the green with white 
paint. 


The car is then finished and ready for use.

The trucks are then inspected for metal 


fatigue cracks in the frame, and for vdieel, 
brake, axle and axle bearing wear. These 
items will be replaced or refurbished as 
needed. 
The body of the car will be completely 


stripped of the finished plywood material on 
the interior, of damaged flooring and of all 
worn or damaged exterior fittings. 
After stripping, the ends of the boxcars, 


which usually are badly bowed out from shif- 
ting cargo or careless loading, are 
straightened out. 
The next step is to sandblast the car down 


to bare metal in preparation for repainting. 


Farther down the line, workers will install 
"nailable" steel flooring. This is flooring into 
which fasteners can be pounded. 


On the interior walls of a boxcar new 


plywood, up to IV2 inches thick, will be in­ 
stalled and fastened by a worker with a nail 
gun allowing him to pound a nail a second. 
The last stop prior to the paint shop allows 


a welder to apply an end sheet and end sill 
reinforcement patch. In addition to welding, 
the patch is secured by fasteners applied 
hydraulically. 
The patch is applied for additional 


strengthening of the car. 
The next stop is to spray paint the car with 


a coat of Burlington-Northern green. A 
template is used after the green paint has 
dried and the modernistic BN logo is sprayed 
on with white paint. 
The car is weighed and reporting marks 


are also stenciled onto the green with white 
paint. 


The car is then finished and ready for use.

Additional

The State Civil Defense Agen- 


cy reported Thursday that ad- 
ditional heavy rainfall within the 
next 30 days could prompt a 
reoccurence of flooding along 
the entire length of the Platte 
River. 


Col. Burl Johnson, in a 


memorandum to Gov. J. James 
Exon. said that aerial obser- 
vations have confirmed that the 
entire Platte is at or near bank- 
full conditions. Water levels on 
the North Platte are continuing 
to rise. 


Meanwhile, he said, new 


heavy, rains in the Denver are; 
will cause the South Platte t< 
rise to nearly the levels which in- 
undated low-lying areas last 
week. Johnson predicted the 
South Platte would crest al 
Paxton on May 27 and at North 
Platte on May 28. 


"We now expect these higl 


water levels to continue until the 
irrigation season, which is nor- 
mally.around mid-June or early 
July," Johnson said. 


"We have another 30 days to 


worry about rain. With rain we 
would most certainly again face 
the flooding circumstances oi 
1971 — and this year the dangei 
includes all of the Platte." 


Johnson reported that after a 


meeting with various officials 
from Nebraska and Wyoming ar 
agreement was reached to adjust 
water levels in certain reservoirs 
to avaoid an uncontrolled spill. 


Johnson advised farmers to 


remove equipment and livestock I 
fr.om the Platte flood plain and 
to inspect and repair dikes. 


Oil Rights 
Not Sold 
As Slated 


Kansas City (AP) — The U. S. 


General Services Administration 
tGSA) said Thursday a scheduled 
opening of bids for the mineral 
rights on 17.500 acres of former 
military land near Sidney, Neb., 
has been canceled. 


The bid opening was to have 


taken place in the GSA's Kansas 
City office Friday. 
. No reason was given for the 
cancelation. 


A spokesman in the Kansas 


» City office said the order came 


from Washington. 


The land, which housed a 


major ammunition depot 
between 1942 and the late 1960's, 
was sold to private parties when 
the government sold the depot. 
But the government retained 
rights to the minerals below the 
land, as is customary in such ac- 
tions. 


Earlier this year, in what was 


termed an unusual action, the 
GSA announced the rights on six 
tracts of land would be sold to 
the highest bidders. 


The announcement attracted a 


great deal of attention in the oil 
and gas industries because the 
land is near productive fields in 
Cheyenne County. 


In recent weeks a number of 


seismographic testing crews 
have criss-crossed the area and 
more than six drilling rigs were 
reported to be conducting tests 
in the past two weeks. 


No indication was given by the

In order to meet the growing 
demands on said electric system it is 
necessary that certain acquisitions, 
improvements, extensions, equip- 
pings and furnishings of said electric 
system be undertaken, the cost of 
which additions,-' improvements, 
extensions, equippings and fur- 
nishings (including the cost and 
expenses of the issuance of the bonds 
hereinafter authorized) is not less 
than $11,500,000. It is desirable and 
necessary that the City issue revenue 
bonds payable trom the revenues of 
said electric system in order to pay 
all or part of such costs. 


SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS AND

SECTION 3. AUTHORIZATIONS, 


DETAILS AND SALE OF SERIES 
OF 1974 BONDS. Pursuant to the 
authority of the Constitution and 
laws of the State of Nebraska and the 
Charter of the City of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and particularly Sections 
15-244 and 18412, Reissue Revised 
Statutes of 1943 of Nebraska, as 
amended, and Section 44 of Article 
IX of said Charter, for the purpose of 
providing funds to pay all or part of 
the costs of acquisitions, im- 
provements, extensions, equippings 
and furnishings to the existing elec- 
tric system of the City of Lincoln (a 
revenue producing facility of the 
City of Lincoln), there hereby are 
authorized • to be issued revenue 
bonds of the City of Lincoln in the 
principal amount of Eleven Million 
Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($11,500,000), which bonds shall be 
designated "Electric System 
Revenue Bonds, Series of 1974" 
(hereinabove defined and 
hereinafter referred to as the "Series 
of 1974 Bonds"). The finance direc- 
tor of the City of Lincoln is hereby 
authorized to determine in accor- 
dance with and subject to the 
provisions of Section 13(d) of Or- 
dinance. No. 88% the date of the 
Series of 1974 Bonds, the interest 
payment dates thereof, the maturity 
dates thereof, the amount of prin- 
cipal maturing on each maturity date 
and the provisions for the redemp- 
tion thereof prior to their stated 
maturity, the premiums payable 
upon such redemption and the 
periods such premiums are payable; 
provided that all such details shall be 
subject to ratification by this Council 
by resolution adopted at the time of 
sale of the Series of 1974 Bonds. 


The Series of 1974 Bonds shall be 


offered for sale by the finance direc- 
tor of the City for not less than the 
par value thereof. The finance direc- 
tor of the City shall be responsible 
for the sale of the Series of 1974 
Bonds and he is hereby authorized to 
select a date for the sale of the Series 
of 1974 Bonds at such time as he 
deems to be in the best interests of 
the City, to advertise for bids for the 
Series of 1974 Bonds and to proceed 
with the sale thereof. Prior to the 
delivery of the Series of 1974 Bonds 
there shall be filled with the finance 
director and the City Clerk a cer- 
tificate of an independent certified 
public account evidencing com- 
pliance by the City with the 
provisions of paragraph (a) of Sec- 
tion 13 of Ordinance No. 8896 with 
respect to the Series of 1974 Bonds. 


SECTION 4. EXECUTION OF 


THE SERIES OF 1974 BONDS AND 
COUPONS AND FORM THEREOF 
AND 
OF EVIDENCE 
OF 


REGISTRATION. The Series Of 1974 
Bonds shall be issued in bearer form 
with coupons attached and without 
privilege of registration. The Series 
of 1974 Bonds shall be executed, 
sealed and countersigned as is 
provided in the first paragraph of 
Section 5 of Ordinance No. 8896. The 
coupons to be attached to the Series 
of 1974 Bonds shall also be executed 
as is provided in that paragraph. 


The Series of 1974 Bonds, the in- 


terest coupons to be attached thereto 
and the evidence of registration 
thereof in the office of the Auditor of 
Public Accounts of the State of 
Nebraska and the Finance Depart- 
ment of the City of Lincoln shall be 
in substantially the forms set forth in 
Section S of Ordinance No. 8896, 
with such necessary or appropriate 
variations and omissions from and 
insertions in the forms set forth in 
Section 5 of Ordinance No. 8896 as 
are incidental to the Series of 1974 
Bonds, their series, designation, 
date, numbers, denomination, 
aggregate principal amount, 
maturities, interest rate or rates, in- 
terest payment dates and redemp- 
tion provisions. 


SECTION 5. APPLICATION OF 


THE SERIES OF 1974 BOND 
PROCEEDS. The proceeds of the 
sale of the Series of 1974 Bonds, in- 
cluding the interest on said Bonds 
from their date to the date of 
delivery of and payment therefor, 
shall be received by the finance 
director. Such proceeds shall be 
deposited and credited and shall be 
used and applied as follows: 


1. An amount equal to the interest 


accrued on the Series of 1974 Bonds 
from their date to the date of 
delivery of and payment therefor 
shall be deposited in the Electric 
Revenue Fund and credited to the 
Bond and Interest Account for credit 
to the Interest Account therein. 


Z An amount equal to the prin- 


cipal of any Notes issued in anticipa- 
tion of the issuance of the Series of 
1974 Bonds and the receipt of the 
proceeds thereof shall be deposited 
irrevocably in a special fund and 
held to pay the principal of the Notes • 
when due, whether at stated maturi- 
ty or upon redemption prior to 
maturity. 


3. There shall be deposited in the 


Electric Revenue Fund to the credit 
of the Reserve Account therein such 
amount, if any, as shall be deter- 
mined by the finance director; 
provided that the maximum amount 
of such proceeds which may be 
credited to the Reserve Account 
shall not exceed that amount which, 
together with the moneys then on 
credit thereto, would cause the total 
of the amounts on credit to said ac- 
count to exceed the amount required 
by item THIRD of Section 6 of Or- 
dinance No. 8896 to be on credit 
thereto upon the day credits are first 
required to be made to the Serial 
Bond Principal Account pursuant to 
paragraph (b) of Section 6 hereof. 


4. The balance of the proceeds of 


the Series of 1974 Bonds shall be 
deposited in the Electric System 
Construction Fund created by Sec- 
tion 8 hereof, for use and application 
as are all other moneys credited to 
that fund. 


SECTION 6. CREDITS TO 


CERTAIN ACCOUNTS IN THE 
ELECTRIC REVENUE FUND, in 
addition to the payments and credits 
required by Ordinance No. 8898 to be 
made from the moneys in the Elec- 
tric Revenue Ftomt to tbevBond and 
Interest Account for crt> to the 


Interest Account and Serial Bond 
Principal Account therein and to the 
Reserve Account, there shall also be 
paid and credited to said accounts 
from the moneys in the Electric 
Revenue Fund the following 
amounts at the following times: 


(a) Commencing with the first 


business day of the month following 
the month in which the Series of 1974 
Bonds aie delivered, and on the first 
business day of each and every 
month thereafter so long as any 
Series of 1974 Bonds are outstanding, 
there shall be credited from moneys 
in the Electric Revenue Fund to the 
Bond and Interest Account for credit 
to the Interest Account therein an 
amount such that, if the same 
amount were so paid and credited to 
that sub-account on the first business 
day of each succeeding calendar 
month thereafter and prior to the 
next date upon which an installment 
of interest falls due on the Series of 
1974 Bonds, the aggregate of the 
amounts so paid and credited to said 
Interest Account will on such in- 
terest payment date be equal to the 
installment of interest falling due on 
such date on the Series of 1974 
Bonds, so as to provide for the pay- 
ment of the interest on said Bonds. 


(b) Commencing with the first 


business day of the month which is 
twelve months prior to the first 
maturity date of the Series of 1974 
Bonds, and on the first business day 
of each and every month thereafter 
so long as any Series of 1974 Bonds 
are outstanding, there shall be 
credited from moneys in the Electric 
Revenue Fund to the Bond and 
Interest Account for credit to the 
Serial Bond Principal Account 
therein an amount such that if the 
same amount were so credited to 
that sub-account on the first business 
day of each succeeding month 
thereafter and prior to the next date 
on which any of the Series of 1974 
Bonds mature, the aggregate of the 
amounts so credited to that sub- 
account will on the next maturity 
date be equal to the principal of the 
Series of 1974 Bonds becoming due 
on such date. 


(c) At such time or times in such 


month or months after the delivery 
of the Series of 1974 Bonds as the 
finance director may deem ad- 
visable, after the credits required by 
Ordinance No. 8896 and this or- 
dinance (if any) to be made in such 
month or months to the Operation 
and Maintenance Account and the 
Bond and Interest Account have 
been made, there shall be credited 
from moneys in the Electric 
Revenue Fund to the Reserve Ac- 
count that amount or amounts 
which, together with the amounts, if 
any, credited to the Reserve Account 
from the proceeds of the Series of 
1974 Bonds and from moneys in the 
Surplus Account, will cause the total 
amount on credit to the Reserve Ac- 
count on the first day on which 
credits are required by the preceding 
paragraph (b) to be made to the 
Serial Bond Principal Account, to be 
equal to the maximum aggregate 
debt service requirement for any 
future fiscal year thereafter for all 
Outstanding Bonds then outstanding 
and the Series of 1974 Bonds. 


SECTION 7. APPLICABILITY 


OF PROVISIONS OF ORDINANCE 
NO. 8896 TO SERIES OF 1974 
BONDS. The Series of 1974 Bonds, 
together with the interest thereon, 
shall be payable, on a parity with the 
Outstanding Bonds and equally and 
ratably secured therewith, solely 
from the revenues derived from the 
electric system of the City, and shall 
not in any event be a debt of said 
City within the meaning of any con- 
stitutional, statutory or charter 
limitation upon the creation of 
general obligation indebtedness of 
the City. The Series of 1974 Bonds 
are hereby determined to be "Ad- 
ditional Bonds" issued pursuant to 
Section 13 of Ordinance No. 8896 
within the meaning of such words as 
defined and used in that ordinance, 
and all of the provisions of Or- 
dinance No. 8896 applicable to Ad- 
ditional Bonds issued pursuant to 
Section 13 thereof shall be applicable 
to the Series of 1974 Bonds and are 
made a part hereof for the benefit 
and security of the holders from 
time to time of the Series of 1974 
Bonds as though fully set forth 
herein, including without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, all 
provisions of Ordinance No. 8896 
relating the establishment, 
maintenance, revision and collection 
of charges and rates for the use and 
services of the electric system; the 
pledge, collection, deposit and 
application of the revenues of the 
electric system and the maintenance 
of all the special funds and accounts 
created by Ordinance No. 8896; the 
maintenance and operation of the 
electric system; insurance; books 
and accounts and audits; the invest- 
ment of moneys; the terms and con- 
ditions upon which further Ad- 
ditional Bonds may be issued 
payable as to principal, premium 
and interest on a parity with the 
Outstanding Bonds and the Series of 
1974 
Bonds; restrictions on the 


amending Ordinance No. 8896; the 
terms and conditions upon which the 
City's obligations under Ordinance 
No. 8896 and the liens, pledges, 
dedications, 
covenants and 


agreements of the City therein made 
or provided for may be fully dis- 
charged and satisfied as to the 
Outstanding Bonds and the Series of 
1974 
Bonds and such Bonds no 


longer deemed to be outstanding 
thereunder; and all other covenants, 
terms and conditions contained in 
Ordinance No. 8896 for the benefit 
and security of "Additional Bonds" 
issued pursuant to Section 13 of said 
ordinance, as said words are defined 
and used therein. 


So long as any of the Series of 1974 


Bonds are outstanding, this or- 
dinance and Ordinance No. 8896 
shall constitute a contract of the City 
with every holder from time to time 
of the Series of 1974 Bonds and the 
coupons pertaining thereto, en- 
forwabte as provided in Section 16 of 
Ordinance No. «W.

SECTION 8. ELECTRIC SYSTEM 


CONSTRUCTION FUND. There is 
hereby created and established with 
the City Treasurer a fund to be 
known as the "Electric System 
Construction Fund". The moneys on 
deposit in the Electric System 
Construction Fund shall be used and 
applied to the payment of the costs 
of those acquisitions, improvements, 
extensions, equippings and fur- 
nishings to the electric system to be 
financed from the proceeds of 'the 
Series of 1974 Bonds, including 
without limitation: (a) the payment 
of legal, financial and engineering 
costs and the costs and expenses of 
issuing the Series of 1974 Bonds or 
the Notes and (b) any restorations to 
the Surplus Account required to be 
made from the proceeds of the 
Series of 1974 Bonds or the Notes by 
reason of the application of moneys 
credited to the Surplus Account to (i) 
the costs of those acquisitions, im- 
provements, extensions, equippings 
and furnishings to the electric 
system for which the Series of 1974 
Bonds are issued or (ii) the retire- 
ment of any portion of the principal 
of the Notes. Pending their applica- 
tion to such purposes, the moneys on 
deposit in the Electric System 
Construction Fund shall be subject 
to the lien and pledge of Ordinance 
No. 8896 and of this ordinance, and 
shall be held for the benefit of the 
City for the purposes therein and 
herein provided, and for the benefit 
of the holder or holders of the 
Outstanding Bonds, the Series of 
1974 Bonds, any other Additional 
Bonds and the Notes, as their in- 
terest may appear. Withdrawals 
from the Electric System Construc- 
tion Fund shall be made in the 
manner withdrawals from other 
funds of the City are made. 


In the event that the moneys on 


deposit in the Electric System 
Construction Fund are insufficient 
to pay all the foregoing costs the 
finance director may pay over to the 
extent of any such insufficiency to 
the Electric System Construction 
Fund moneys on deposit in the Elec- 
tric Revenue Fund on credit to the 
Surplus Account. If after the pay- 
ment in full of all the foregoing 
costs, or after adequate provision 
has been made for such payment, 
any moneys remain in the Electric 
System Construction Fund, such 
excess shall be transferred to the 
Electric Revenue Fund for credit to 
the Surplus Account, to be used and 
applied as are other moneys credited 
to that account, and the Electric 
System Construction Fund may be 
closed. 


Pending their application as 


provided in this section, moneys on 
deposit in'the Electric System 
Construction Fund may be invested 
in such investments as are lawful un- 
der the laws of Nebraska, including 
the Charter of the City, for the in- 
vestment of such moneys, which in- 
vestments shall mature in such 
amounts and at such times so that 
the payments to be made from such 
fund may be made. The interest on 
and income from the investment of 
moneys in the Electric System 
Construction Fund shall be 
deposited in that fund, for use and 
application as are all other moneys 
deposited therein. 


SECTION 9. AUTHORIZATION, 


DETAILS, EXECUTION AND 
FORM OF THE NOTES. In an- 
ticipation of the issuance and sale of 
a like principal amount of the Series 
of 1974 Bonds and the receipt of the 
proceeds of such sale, there are 
hereby authorized to be issued at one 
time or from time to time Ten 
Million Three Hundred Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars $10,350,000 of bond an- 
ticipation notes for the purpose of 
paying all or a portion of the costs 
for which the Series of 1974 Bonds 
are authorized to be issued. Said 
notes shall be designated "Electric 
System Revenue Bond Anticipation 
Notes" (herein defined and referred 
to as the "Notes"). As shall be deter- 
mined by the finance director, the 
Notes, or any portion thereof, shall 
be in bearer form with or without 
coupons for interest; shall be issued 
with or without privilege of registra- 
tion; shall be dated as of any date 
which is not later than the date of 
delivery of and payment therefor; 
shall mature on a date which is not 
more than two years from their 
date; and shall be issued with or 
without option of prior redemption 
on the part of the City. The Notes 
shall be numbered, shall be of such 
denomination or denominations, and 
shall bear interest from their respec- 
tive dates payable semi-annually, an- 
nually or at maturity at such rate or 
rates of interest per annum, not 
exceeding five per centum (5%) per 
annum, as shall be fixed by the 
finance director. 


Both interest on and principal of 


the Notes shall be payable at the of- 
fice of the County Treasurer of the 
County of Lancaster, Nebraska, in 
the City of Lincoln, Nebraska, in any 
coin or currency of the United States 
1 of America which at the time of such 
payment is legal tender for public 
and private debts. The Notes shall be 
signed by the Mayor and counter- 
signed by the finance director, either 
of whose signatures thereon may be 
affixed as a facsimile signature, but 
at least one manual signature shall 
be affixed to each Note. Each Note 
shall either bear an impression of the 
City's seal or have imprinted thereon 
a facsimile thereof. The interest 
coupons, if any, shall be signed by 
the Mayor and the finance director, 
WHOM signatures may be either 
manual or facsimile signatures. 


The Notes, interest coupons (if 


any), the provision for the registra- 
tion (if any) of the Notes as to prin- 
cipal and interest, and the provisions 
for Oie registration thereof in the 
Finance Department of the CSt? of 


Lincoln and the office of the Auditor 
of Public Accounts of the State of 
Nebraska, shall be in substantially 
the following form with such 
variations and omissions therefrom 
and insertions therein as are 
required to reflect the date, number, 
denomination, interest rate, interest 
payment date or dates, maturity' 
date, redemption provisions (if any) 
and registration privileges (if any), of 
the particular Note or Notes to be 
issued and whether such notes are 
being issued with or without coupons 
for the interest thereon:

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CIA: Radicals Not Foreign-Backed 
Deaths And Funerals 


Washington — The Central 


Intelligence Agency reported in 
1969 and 1970 that'll could find 
no substantial evidence to sup- 
port the Nixon administration's 
view that foreign governments 
were supplying undercover 
agents and funds to radicals and 
Black Panther groups in the 
United States. White House and 
intelligence sources said 
Thursday. 


The CIA'S findings were 


rejected, the sources said, by 
high-level White House aides 
who arranged in late 1970 for 
some 35 agents from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation to open 
overseas intelligence posts in 20 
countries The bureau's expan- 
sion is said to have angered 
Richard Helms, then the CIA 
director, and other agency of- 
ficials 


"We tried to show that the 


radical movements were 
homegrown, 
indigenous 


responses to perceived 
grievances and problems that 
had been growing for years," 
one official who worked on the 
agency's analyses recalled. "We 
said the radicals were clean and 
that we couldn't find anything. 
But all it turned out to be was 
another nail in Helms's coffin." 


Helms was relieved as the 


agency's director late last year. 


The CIA said it would not 


comment on its 1969 and 1970 
reports 


The intelligence sources said 


the first CIA study was sub- 
mitted to the office of Henry A. 
Kissinger, the President's 
national security adviser, more 
than six months before Nixon 
decided to establish a special 
inter-agency committee to 
prepare recommendations for

The New York Times reported 


Thursday that the committee's 
report, approved by Nixon and 
his top intelligence advisers in 
July, 1970, called for the FBI to 
mount a massive counter- 
insurgency program, involving

The New York Times reported 
Thursday that the committee’s 
report, approved by Nix on and 
his top intelligence advi.sers in 
J uly , 1970. called for the FBI to

To Richest CFL Pact 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Johnny Rodgers, Nebraska's 
explosive Heisman Trophy win- 
ner, said Thursday he will play 
for the Montreal Alouettes for 
the richest contract ever signed 
in the Canadian Football 
League. 


Rodgers refused to disclose 


provisions and actual figures of 
the contract except to say it 
covers three years. The versatile

of the San Diego Chargers. 


"Money is the basic reason I

"That and 
I've been to Canada once and my 
first impression is it's a beautiful 
place. I know I'll be happy 
there."

Washington — When John Mackey, presi- 


dent of the National Football League Players 
Association, was benched by the Baltimore 
Colts in 1971. many observers saw it as punish- 
ment for his strike-organizing activites. 
• 


But anyone who relied on the television 


networks for information would have gotten the 
impression that Mackey's fall from grace 
resulted strictly from a diminuation of his abili- 
ty to play tight end. 


"No announcer even hinted it was actually 


based on his union work," Ed Garvey. executive 
director of the players association, said recent- 
ly. "To me Keating was benched for the same 
reason and I am positive it was never mentioned 
on a broadcast. 


"We're tired of this nonsense, of the 


networks being pro-owner and anti-player. They 
never seem to focus on the problems confron- 
ting the players. They just don't want to be 
associated with us They can always plead ig- 
norance of your side, because if they never talk 
to you they never hear it 


By itself, Garvey's complaint must be 


judged in the light of self-interest. Alongside 
corroboration from a network newsman, it must 
be taken seriously. 


The man who put the players' side on the 


air is Heywood Hale Broun, who covers sports, 
but works for CBS News. "When he came to 
us." Garvey said, "He said 'I want to assure you 
we're independent of CBS Sports,' so that we'd 
cooperate and not think i* was setup " 


Broun acknowledged the conversation in a 


phone interview. "I thought Garvey would get a 
chance because the owners had gotten such a 
good press," he said. "I was trying to redress 
that When you get into such stuff as labor 
relations, neither the reporter nor the presenter 
should automatically be on the side of the game 
against players." 


Needless to say, Marvin Miller, executive 


director of the Major League Baseball Players 
Association, feels the same way. 


"In times of crisis between the owners and 


the players," Miller said, "There's no question 
we can get the short end of the stick as far as 
what is said on the air. What I'm referring to is 
presenting one side of the story, plugging the 
general line of the owners: That what the 
players- are doing is bad for baseball." 


The crux of the problem is that the interests 


of the networks and those of the owners are so 
closely aligned. Networks negotiate with owners 
01 owners' representatives, not with players. 
When something happens to endanger smooth, 
profitable productions, owners and networks 
feel their interests threatened 


To protect those interests, the networks 


have been willing to surrender a measure of 
control to the sports leagues, which, after all, 
place profitable operations ahead of objectivity. 


Or, as ABC's Howard Cosell puts it, 


"They'd like to have pablum fed out over the 
airways. 


Means to that end range from monitoring 


broadcasts to imposing editorial controls to 
reserving the right to veto an announcer. 


CBS and NBC acknowledge that they per- 


mit National Football League commissioner 
Pete Rozelle to include announcer-approval 
clauses in their contracts. 


"I'm not bothered that he has it," said Carl 


Lindemann, NBC vice president for sports. 
"Any situation where he'd want to do it, we'd 
want to do it, too." 


Bill MacPhail, CBS sports director, con- 


curred: "The only thing he wants is to keep the 
image up." 


Only ABC has publicly dewnmced the ap- 


proval clause. "We have gotten oat of any con- 
tract with anomcer approval," s*M RMW 
Arteige, •resMevt of ABC Sports. "Eve» the 
NFL agnc* .-;** to ctatan it 


"That was one of our problems with the 


NBA. 
Whereas our contract absolutely 


stipulated no control, their new one with CBS 
gives the league announcer approval. It's a giant 
step backwards." 


As for editorial control by the sports 


organizations, Arledge ways he has fought it and 
has tried to unite the three major networks in 
an attempt to eradicate it. 


ABC does allow the NCAA to puff itself up 


on the air, however. Further, Chris Schenkel's 
enduring fascination with the "color of pagentry 
of college football" smacks of NCAA Hackery, 
but officials at ABC explain that Schenkel is just 
the kind of fellow who gets irresistibly 
enthralled with the excitement of being in a 
college town for a big game. 


Clifford Robers, who runs the Masters Golf 


Tournament, isn't the slightest bit subtle or sur- 
reptitious about telling CBS how to televise the 
event. 


When announcer Jack Whitaker once 


referred to the "mob" following the last 
twosome up the 18th Fairway, Roberts in- 
formed CBS that the terms was inappropriate at 
the Masters. He barred Whitaker from the 
Masters for several years. Roberts even 
objected strenously once when a CBS camera 
showed a littered fairway after the tournament 
had ended. 


There is give and take, of course, and the 


networks occasionally get to do things the way 
they see fit. One instance was CBS' ill-fated 
experiment with pro soccer. 


The network imported Anny Blanchflower 


from England as an expert commentator. 
Blanchflower was as frank as he was expert, and 
eventually was fired for his disparaging com- 
ments about the quality of play. He then 
claimed CBS had ordered the team to fake in- 
juries for the purpose of doing commercials, 
since there are no time outs in soccer. 


A Federal Communications Commission of- 


ficial says the agency intended to investigate 
this intriguing assertion but that Blanchflower 
had returned to England by the time the slow- 
moving FCC was ready. 


In other ways — artificial time outs in 


hockey, two-minute signals, commercial time 
outs and at least one repeat kickoff in football — 
the networks have altered sports where they 
found it necessary. 


In his absorbing book on television's effect 


on sports, "Super Spectator And The Electric 
Lilliputians," Willie 0. Johnson quotes Chet 
Simmons, NBC's sports director: 


"We don't give 10 seconds thought to our 


effect on sports. It does not really dawn on us 
that we have any power to change things in 
sports. What we want is balanced programing 
for our network. We are in the broadcast 
business."

From Sportcasters, You Get One Side

Washington — When John Mackey, presi­ 
dent of the National Football League Players 
Association, was benched by the Baltimore 
Colts in 1971, many observors saw it as punish­ 
ment for his strike-organizing activités. 


• 


But anyone who relied on the television 


networks for information would have gotten the 
impression that Mackey’s fall from grace 
resulted strictly from a diminuation of his abili­ 
ty to play tight etid. 


‘ No announcer even hinted it was actually 


based on his union work, ” Ed Garvey, executive 
director of the players association, said recent­ 
ly. “To me Keating was benched for the same 
reason and I am positive it was never mentioned 
on a broadcast. 
“Were tired of this nonsense, of the 


networks being pro-owner and anti-player. They 
never seem to focus on the problems confron­ 
ting the players. They just don’t want to be 
associated with us. Tlicy can always plead ig­ 
norance of your side, because if they never talk 
to you they never hear it. 


By itself, Garvey’s complaint must be 


judged in the light of self-interest. Alongside 
corroboration from a network newsman, it must 
be taken seriously. 


The man who put the players’ side on the 


air is Heywood Hale Broun, who covers sports, 
but works for CBS News. “When he came to 
us, ” Garvey said, “He said ‘I want to assure you 
we re independent of CBS Sports,’ so that we’d 
cooperate and not think it was setup.” 


Broun acknowledged the conversation in a 


phone interview. “I thought Garvey would get a 
chance because the owners had ptten such a 
good press,” he said. “I was trying to redress 
that. When you get into such stuff as labor 
relations, neither the reporter nor the presenter 
should automatically be on the side of the game 
against players.” 


Needless to say, Marvin Miller, executive 


director of the Major League Baseball Players 
Association, faels the same way. 


“In times of crisis between the owners and 


the players,” Milter said, “There’s no question 
we can get the short end of the stick as far as 
what is said on the air. What I’m referring to is 
presenting one side of the story, plugging the 
general line of the owners: That what the 
players are doing is bad for baseball.” 
The crux of the problem is that the interests 


of the networks and those of the owners are so 
closely aligned. Networks negotiate with owners 
or owners’ representatives, not with players. 
When something happens to endanger smooth, 
profitable productions, owners and networks 
feel their interests threatened. 


To protect those interests, the networks 


have been willing to surrender a measure of 
control to the sports leagues, which, after all, 
place profitable operations ahead of objectivity. 


Or, as ABC’s Howard Cosell puts it, 


“ They’d like to have pablum fed out over the 
airways. 
Means to that end range from monitoring 


broadcasts to imposing e^torial controls to 
reserving the right to veto an announcer. 


CBS and NBC acknowledge that they per­ 
mit National Football League commissioner 
Pete Rozelle to include announcer-approval 
clauses in their contracts. 


“I’m not bothered that he has it,” said Carl 


Lindemann, NBC vice president for sports. 
“Any situation where he’d want to do it, we’d 
want to do it, too.” 
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Bill MacHiail, CBS sports director, con­ 
curred: “Thp only thing he wants is to keep the 
image up.” 


Only ABC has publicly denounced the ap­ 
proval clause. “We have gotten out of any con­ 
tract with announcer approval,’’ said Roone 
Arledge, president of ABC Sports. “Even the 
NFL agrctte .'N)t to daim it. 


“That was one of our problems with the 


NBA. Whereas our contract absolutely 
stipulated no control, their new (me with C ^ 
gives tiie league announcer approval. It’s a giant 
step backwards.” 
As for editorial control by the sports 


organizations, Arledge ways he has fought it and 
has tried to unite the three major networks in 
an attempt to eradicate it. 


ABC does allow the NCAA to puff itself up 


on the air, however. Furtiier, Chris Schenkel’s 
enduring fascination with the “ color of pagentry 
of college foothall” smacks of NCAA flackery, 
but officials at ABC explain that Schenkel is just 
the kind of fellow who gets irresistibly 
enthralled with the excitement of being in a 
college town for a big game. 


Clifford Robers, who runs the Masters Golf 


Tournament, isn’t the slightest bit subtle or sur­ 
reptitious about telling CBS how to televise the 
event. 
When announcer Jack Whitaker once 


referred to the “ mob” following the last 
twosome up the 18th Fairway, Eberts in­ 
formed CBS that the terms was inappropriate at 
the Masters. He barred Whitaker from the 
Masters for several years. Roberts even 
objected strenously once when a CBS camera 
showed a littered fairway after the tournament 
had ended. 


There is give and take, of course, and tiie 


networks occasionally get to do things the way 
they see fit. One instance was CBS’ ill-fated 
experiment with {n-o soccer. 


The network imported Anny Blanchflower 


from England as an expert commentator. 
Blanchflower was as frank as he was expert, and 
eventually was fired for his disparaging com­ 
ments about the quality of play. He then 
claimed CBS had ordered the team to fake in­ 
juries for the purpose of doing commercials, 
since there are no time outs in soccer. 
A Federal Communications Commission of­ 
ficial says the agency intended to investigate 
this intriguing assertion but that Blanchflower 
had returned to England by the time the slow- 
moving FCC was ready. 


In other ways — artificial time outs in 


hockey, two-minute signals, commercial time 
outs ami at least one repeat kickoff in football — 
the networks have altered sports where they 
found it necessary. 


In his absorbing book on television’s effect 


on sports, “Super Spectator And The Electric 
Lilliputians,” Willie 0. Johnson quotes Chet 
Simmons, NBC’s sports director: 
“We don’t give 10 seconds thought to our 


effect on sports. It does not really dawn on us 
that we have any power to change things in 
sports. What we want is balanced programing 
for our network. We are in the broadcast 
business.”

lengths back down the 
. backstretch before moving up to 
third by a length udiile rounding 
the turn. 


When he came out of the turn, 


he had moved into second place 
five lengths behind Nebraska 
Harvest, but came between 
horses with Gem D.H. to win by 
a neck in 1:05 3-5 while hitting 
the quarterpole in :21 and :05 3-5 
at the half. 


Beda claimed the foul at that 


point, alleging that his charge 
was interfered with in the 
stretch run, but it was dis­ 
allowed. 


The win was worth $8,910 to 


Cole from the $16,200 total purse 
as Prize Wagon, sixth in his last 
outing, boosted his 1973 record 
to three wins, one place and two 
shows out of eight starts and his 
earnings to $14,425.
